REJECT SMOOT IDEA 


Increased Surtax Rate and Repeal 


of Transit Taxes Principal 


Proposals Fevered 


Washington. Oct. 6. — He pub] loan 
nate leaders, in a series of confer- 


ences today, agreed upon a tentative 
tax revision program which they be- 
lieve trill close the principal gap with- 
in their party ranks in the senate and 
at the same time prove acceptable to 
the Republicans In the house of rep- 
resentatives. 


Main points In the program tiro an 


Increase In the minimum surtax rate 
from 32 per cent to BO per cent and 
repeal ot the tax on freight, passen- 
ger and Pullman transportation. In 
addition. It Is proposed to repeal the 
$2,000 exempt ton 
allowed 
corpora- 


tions, which would mean an addition- 
al $60.000.000 of revenue from cor- 
porate sources; retain th« corporation 
capital surtax, estimated to yield $75,- 
000,000 next year, and repeal the var- 
ious so-called nuisance taxes, such, aa 
those on soda. water, cosmetics, pro- 
prietary medicines, and the like. 


There also was said to have been a 
tentative agreement to increase the 
estate taxes so as to have a maximum 
t>t 40 or 50 per cent on estates in ex- 
cess of 
1100,000,000. 
The present 


maximum is 25 per cent on estates of 
110,000,000. 


Most leader* were Understood to 


have favored the committee proposal 
<or a flat tax of 15 per cent on cor- 
poration incomes, tout there was some 
discussion of a graduated tax, with 
the rate ten per cent on corporations 
having: an income of $50,000 or less 
yearly.

amended as planned would be approxi- 
mately the same as under the original 
measure, $3,324,000.000. With a flat 15 
per cent tax on corporate income, the 
corporations would pay an estimated 
total of 1845,000,000 a year under the 
revised bill, as against (710,000,000 
under the pending measure, the dif- 
ference being accounted for through 
the proposed repeal of the $2,000 
exemption and retention of the capital 
stock tax. 


Repeal of the transportation and 


nuisance taxes would account for ap- 
proximately (200,000.000. but it was 
estimated that this would be made 
up by the proposed additional tnxes 
on corporations and the increased In- 
come surtax rates. 


The conferences today were preced- 


ed by one between President Harding 
and Senator Lodge, who laid before 
the executive the results of the con- 
ference of senators from western states 
which he attended last night at the 
home of Senator Capper. It was un- 
derstood that the President Indicated 
a desire that every effort be made to 
smooth out the differences between 
Republican senators so as to hasten 
passage of revenue legislation.

Since the tirst of the year venereal 
clinic* ha-ve been held each week «t 
the Fox ilemorial ho*»ttal.

The moht 
modern methods Of treatment arJ'iul- 
mtnlstered and the results have been 
satisfactory. The clinical rooma at the 
Community house have been equipped 
for the purpose; and Dr. Georse W. 
Ausustin. who has charge ot the treat- 
ment. has considered it wise in the 
feture to conduct the venereal clinic 


and thus round out the purpose 


of me new health center. 


Considerable has already been said 


in these columns about the dental, 
child health and tuberculosis clinics 
that are being held periodically. These 
are being condnctta under the direc- 
tion ot the pity department o£ health 
and are financed by the Oneonta chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross. 
In arranging for the dental clinic 


the department has had generous co- 
operation from Dr. Frank H. Tat- 
lock and Dr. Arthur S. Barnes. Dr. 
Tatlock was a great assistance in or- 
dering supplies and advising as to the 
arrangement Of the operating room. 
Dr. Barnes contributed lai-ffely to the 
eo.u!pment, his gifts Including a dental 
chair.

The mtutaUty of one 
girl of IS years was found to. be equal 
to Uiat ol a girl ol 7: one of 15 years 
had ruentality o£ 10 years; another ot 
IS years toad mentality ot 11 years 
and three months, and the other two 
were foutrd to be, equally below nor- 
mal.la answer to a request for coopera- 
tion front the state hospital authori- 
ties of Binghamton, Dr. Charles G. 
"Wagner, medical superintendent or 
that institution, in a letter to Jliss 
Poston early this wee!:, stated that 
he would try to send ono of the mem- 
bers of'iiis Btaff every two months for 
purposes of giving examinations and 
treatment:

RIOT RIFLE FOB SHOTGUN 


Find New Weapon More Effective 


in Operation Against 


Thugs. 


Substitution of the shotgun for the 


rifle is the latest development tn man- 
hunting by the Chicago police. The 
time-honored rifle-squad has given way 
to the pump-gun squad. 


The reason for the change was thus 


outlined by Michael Hughes, chief ol 
detectives: 


"In c'ose-range fighting the pump- 


gun is much the more efficient weapoto. 
lor within CO feet of the objective 
It has a spread of four feet. Bitch shot 
curries nine rounds of lead, corre- 
sponding in size to that In a .38 re- 
volver bullet. 


"In street fighting, also, the chances 


of hitting the innocent bystander are 
greatly minimized by the use of the 
shotgun, because the effective range 
Is so short. 


"Tho other day wo discovered a new 


use for the shotgun. During a race 
after bandits In an automobile, one 
ot our men emptied his SBD through 
the rear curtain ot the speeding ma- 
chine ahead. 
The hall of bullets 


stopped that car as no rlCe shot would 
ever have done. 


"The gun we use has the shortest 


stock. Every one of the detocthe cara 
carries these suns as regular equip- 
ment."
